HUNTINGTON BEACH.—City councilmen "cracked down” today 
on the Southwest Exploration company, holder of a state contract to 
drill 88 tideland oil wells, with a drastic new emergency ordinance 
which will stop the Southwest firm’s operation when it goes into ef¬ 
fect next Friday. 

Adopted unanimously just before noon today, the ordinance pro¬ 
hibits drilling oil wells; 

1. Within 100 feet of railway lines (Pacific Electric tracks border 
the beach). 

2. Within 35 feet of any existing highway or street or within 

100 feet of an existing well or der-$>--

APPROVAL BEQIBED 
The new ordinance also re¬ 
quires : 

1. Approval of City Engineer 
Harry Overmyer of sites and der¬ 
ricks for all new wells. 

2. Survey reports, to be filed 
with the city council before wells 
are drilled. 

Penalties for violation were set 
at $500 fine or six months in jail, 
or ix)th, for each day the ordinance 
is violated, up to six months. 
NEGOTIATIONS FAIL 
The council’s action today fol¬ 
lowed collapse of royalty negotia¬ 
tions with Southwest, which won a 
state contract to drill 88 wells into 
the tidclands from inside Hunting- 
ton Beach’s city limits. The coun¬ 
cil contends the state has no right 
to lease tidelands within the city 
limits. 

The drillers had offered a $40,- 
000 cash bonus plus two per cent 
of royalty paid the state—but the 
council has insisted on a fiat two 
per cent of production. The state 
will get royalties ranging from 
two to 30 per cent of production.

The 15-raonth-old war in China 
rolled today toward a new climax 
before Hankow and possibly the 
decisive Japanese stroke while a 
new storm of combat appeared 
to be gathering in the 27-month- 
old Spanish Civil war. 

Europe proper rested a bit un¬ 
easily in the crisis-born peace of 
Munich, meanwhile arming against 
the day when that peace might be 
shattered. 

The French cabinet approved 
stern measures to lengthen work¬ 
ing hours in national defense in¬ 
dustries, particularly in airplane 
factories, and listened to a report 
on the progress of Frenclv^erman 
reapproachment. ' 

Hundreds of thousands of Czech¬ 
oslovak and Hungarian troops 
faced each other along the zone 
where Hungary has demanded a 
surrender of territory in the man¬ 
ner of the Munich award of Czech¬ 
oslovak Sudetenland to Germany. 

Japanese commanders of tne 
campaign against Hankow, 
military capital, said capitulation 
was imminent. 

Although the drive has been in 
progress about four months as 
against the successful 10-day Can¬ 
ton offensive, the Japanese in the 
Yangtze valley seemed likely now 
to duplicate the south China vic¬ 
tory of yesterday. 

Mass bombing of the Hankow 
area to shatter the last Chinese 
resistance was foreseen in a warn¬ 
ing that foreign vessels at the 
great river port proceed at least 
10 mills above Hankow by mid¬ 
night tonight. 

The Japanese reported whole¬ 
sale Chinese troop withdrawals 
from Kwangtung province, around 
Canton on the south China coast, 
and from the central China region 
about Hankow, some 500 miles 
apart. 

Hankow’s officialdom was in 
flight deeper into the interior, 
along with thousands of civilians. 


OKLAHOMA CITY. (A>) — Two 
extortion notes threatening death 
to Dr. H. G. Bennett, president of 
Oklahoma A. & M. college unless 
he paid $5000 to the anonymous 
sender were investigated by state 
and federal authorities here today.

SEATTLE. UP )—Trapped by 
flames atioard a cruiser with her 
two small children, a young mother 
saved their lives and her own by 
leaping with them into the waters 
of Lake Union. 

Mrs. M. D. Stewart, 23, and the 
children, Merrillyn, 5, and Allen, 3, 
were on the 80-fcot crui.ser when 
flames flared on the pier to which 
the boat was tied. The fire spread 
quickly to the cruiser. 

"I put Merrillyn on my back and 
made her grab me around the neck. 
Then I grabbed Allen by his shirt.’’ 
.she said. “We jumped into the 
lake.” 

“Allen’s head kept going under, 
I thought sure the babies would 
drown if we stayed in the water. 
But we found an old piling next 
to the dock, and there was a rope 
hanging down from it. I caught 
the rope and lifted the children up 
out of the water and screamed for 
help." 


I‘Sanitary Towns’ 

To Be Safe In War 

GENEVA. UP) — A convention 
for creation of "Sanitary Towns" 
where wounded and civilian pop¬ 
ulations might take refuge in war 
will be drawn up by the Interna¬ 
tional Red Cross for submission to 
the governments of the world. 

I The decision was taken today 
after a meeting of a committee of 
40 military and legal experts from 
18 countries under auspices of the 
Red Cross.

MADE SIMPLE 
AS POSSIBLE 

WASHINGTON. (.P)—Adminis¬ 
trator Elmer F. Andrews an¬ 
nounced today he would burden 
employers as little as possible with 
record keeping necessitated by the 
time clock regulation of workers 
under the wage-hour act. 

In publishing regulations of the 
kind of information employers 
should record to show compliance 
with the act, which becomes ef¬ 
fective at 12:01 a. m. Monday, 
Andrews said no special forms 
would be required. He added he 
would make an effort to coordi¬ 
nate his requirements with those 
of the Social Security board and 
other federal aigencies. 

He asks that facts of this ,ia- 
ture be kept: 

Employe’s full name, address, 
date of birth if he is under 19, 
hours worked each day and each 
week, basis of pay and the regu¬ 
lar rate, also: 

’The wages at the regular rate 
of pay for each work week ex¬ 
cluding extra compensation attri¬ 
butable to the excess of the over 
time rate the regru'ar rate; 

Extra wages for each work 
week attributable to the excess of 
the overtime over the regular rate; 

Additions to cash wages at cost 
or reductions from stipulated 
wages in the amount deducted 
or at the cost of the item for 
which deduction is made, which¬ 
ever is less. 

Some of these items can t>e 
omitted in the case of certain em¬ 
ployers whose plants will not be 
affected by them, Andrews said. 

The regulation on forms was 
one of the last Andrews will issue 
before the act goes into effect. 

His offices were flooded with in¬ 
quiries for information today, 
while some of his chief aides pre¬ 
pared a general roundup of the 
administration’s work under the 
act to date, which will be released 
for publication tomorrow morning. 

In a further attempt to clarify 
the public understanding of the 
measure, Andrews will make a 
series of radio broadcasts tomor¬ 
row afternoon. He said he would 
attempt to answer as many as 
possible of the general questions 
asked by business men in the last 
few days. 

Hundreds of thousands of wage- 
earners completed today their iast 
week of unregulated employment. 
When they return to their jobs 
next Monday •morning, a pay rate 
of 25 cents an hour will have be¬ 
come the legal minimum for all 
who produce goods going into in¬ 
terstate commerce or whose work, 
in the words of a recent supreme 
court decision, places a “burden” 
upon Interstate commerce. 

'Their standard work week will 
have been established at 44 hours 
with the requirement that they be 
compensated at the rate of time 
and one-half for each hour of 
overtime. 

It also will have become illegal 
to employ in mining or manufac¬ 
turing industries anyone under 16 
years of age or to employ in an 
industry officially declared to be 
“hazardous” any person less than 
18. Children between 14 and 16 
may be given limited employment 
in non-mining and non-manufac¬ 
turing industries. 

3 NEW LINERS 
FOR PACIFIC 

NEW YORK. (Ah—’The United 
States maritime commission is de¬ 
signing three new S5,000-ton trans¬ 
pacific passenger ships as the next 
step in its development of the 
American merchant marine. 

M. L. Wilcox, the commission’s 
director of operations and traffic, 
said last night that construction of 
the vessels, each costing from $8,- 
000,000 to $11,000,000, would be 
started within six or eight months. 

Wilcox said the new ships, which 
will carry 800 passengers amd 
maintain a speed of 23 knots, would 
reduce the present round trip 
transpacific voyage by a week.

Concentration of Economic 
Power Called Nation’s Public 
Enemy No. 1 by Sec’y Ickes 


SAN FRANCISCO. (A7—Harold 
L. Ickes, secretary of the inte¬ 
rior, called “over concentration of 
economic power” the nation’s 
“public enemy No. 1” yesterday 
in a speech yesterday before the 
Commonwealth club. 

He dug up his famous “60 fam¬ 
ilies” bone of contention, subject 
of nationwide comment following 
his radio speech last December on 
that subject. 

Ickes attributed “economic in¬ 
decision” to the clash between 
growing “economic autocracy and 
a growing political democracy.” 

Each tries to curb the other, 
he said, and “so long as this strug¬ 
gle goes on we shall never have a 
clear-cut decision in our economic 
life.” 

Citing various statistics on di¬ 
vision of the national income— 
one group to show 178,000 famil¬ 
ies got as much as 12 V4 million 
other families, another to balance 
the income of 327 families against 
more than two million getting less 
than $250 a year—Ickes asserted 
concentration of wealth is “aggra¬ 
vated by concentrated economic 
power.” 

Discussing class consciousness, 
he said: 

“In a recent speech, Mr. Her¬ 
bert Hoover said: ‘Class hate is 
the rock upon which every repub¬ 


lic has been wrecked.’ 

"This speech indicated Mr. 
Hoover’s expedient of deading 
with class hate would be the sim¬ 
ple one of not recognizing, it . . . 

“Class consciousness in this 
country has never begun with the 
people at the bottom. If has al¬ 
ways been created by the very 
fear of it on the part of the priv¬ 
ileged few. . . . You can always 
tell which side is really class con¬ 
scious by taking note of which 
side talks about the dangers of 
class war.” 

“Either our democracy will 
solve this problem in the next 
few years,” he as.serted, or the 
problem will dissolve our de¬ 
mocracy. . . . 

“Private collectivism fights 
against the public collectivism 
which it breeds. 

"No economic system can func¬ 
tion during such a war. . . . Un¬ 
employment, insecurity are the re¬ 
sults. ) 

“If political democracy is to 
survive it is obvious that the con¬ 
flict between economic and politi¬ 
cal power must be resolved. If it 
is not resolved democracies will 
not be able to withstand either 
pressure from the left for the 
state to take to itself all the eco¬ 
nomic power on the pressure from 
the right for economic power to 
take to itself the state.” 


IIKKGOESTO COAST LABOR 
AMERICANS PROBE LIKELY 


DUBLIN. (A*)—Americans took 
the lion’s share of the luck in the 
25th Irish hospital sweepstakes as 
the draw in the lottery on the 
Cesarewitch race ended today. 

In today’s drawing, exactly half 
of the 50 residual prizes of $530 
each went to American ticket 
holders and Americans gained 781 
of the 1400 consolation prizes 
worth $500 each. 

Fourteen tickets were drawn 
yesterday on each of 83 horses 
which were entered in the Cesare¬ 
witch and, of this total of 1162 
counterfoils, Americans owned 
617. 

Each of the fourteen tickets on 
the horse which wins the Cesare¬ 
witch in the running next Wednes¬ 
day will pay $150,000; ticket on the

Edward Solomon, 35, the bach¬ 
elor lover of Mrs. Margaret Si- 
kora, was shot to death on a 
street comer last Aug. 22. 

The jury’s decision was ac¬ 
claimed by a wildly cheering 
courtroom throng. Spectators, 
most of them women, screamed 
their delight and swarmed around 
the slender defendant. 

“I feel swell” exclaimed Sikora. 

In constrast, his 22-year-old 
wife was calm, almost expression¬ 
less. She had scored her hus¬ 
band’s defense by taking the wit¬ 
ness stand to vow allegiance to 
the memory of her dead lover. 

“I expected that verdict,” com¬ 
mented the pretty brunette.” 

Sikora, his attorney said in 
final arguments, had the right to 
protect his home “against the i.n- 
roads of a hypocritical seducer.” 

The prosecutor said: 

“If your wife leaves you, the 
legal remedy is divorce, gentle¬ 
men,”

“Three fourths of the boys sent 
from Orange county to that school

SAN FRANCISCO. (A»)—A max¬ 
imum of $850,000 in benefit pay¬ 
ments to walnut growers in Cali¬ 
fornia, Oregon and Washington is 
authorized through the export 
and division program for the sur¬ 
plus acquired during the 1938-39 
season, the agricultural adjust¬ 
ment administration office here 
announced today. 

The program supervised by the 
walnut control board to growers 
who file verified claims which 
show the quantities of walnuts 
sold and actually diverted or ex¬ 
ported. 

Surplus walnuts available for 
diversion and export in 1938-39, 
based on the 1938 crop estimate 
of Oct. 1 and the carry-over from 
1937, will approximate 146,000 
bags of 100 pounds each. 

Payments will be made at the 
rates of 4% cents per pound for 
walnuts diverted to the domestic 
shelling trade and which will not 
be returned to regular trade chan¬ 
nels for unshelled walnuts; 4% 
cents for ulishelled walnuts ex¬ 
ported to Canada, and 5% cents 
for un. 9 helled walnuts exported to 
all other foreign countries, the 
AAA report said. 

Walnuts acquired by the con¬ 
trol board represent the surplus 
percentage of 1938-39 merchant¬ 
able crop walnuts to be sold in 
interstate commerce under the 
agreement program. Disposition i 
of the surplus percentage either! 
as unshelled walnuts for export 
or to the shelling trade for do¬ 
mestic consumption as shelled 
walnuts is required under the 
agreement and order.

Swallows 

It’s time for the swallows of 
Mission San Juan Capistrano to 
be on their way to their mysteri¬ 
ous winter home. 

• • « 

From tii.ie immemorial, the 
swallows have arrived at the mis¬ 
sion on March 19, St. Joseph’s 
day, and have left on Oct. 23. To¬ 
morrow, unless the custom of 
nearly a century is broken, the 
swallows will “pack their trunks” 
and leave the mission until time 
for return next spring. 

« • • 

Whither their flight takes them 
no one knows. Efforts to follow 
them in airplanes have failed. Why 
the swallows leave and return on 
the same days year after year 
is a mystery to which many at¬ 
tach religious significance, and a 
phenomenon which has captured 
the Imaginatic of people every¬ 
where. 

« « • 

Because of widespread public in¬ 
terest, the National Broadcasting 
company will broadcast the de¬ 
parture, and metropolitan news¬ 
papers and wire services will have 
representatives at the mission. 

« • • 

The NBC has scheduled a broad¬ 
cast for 9:45 o’clock tonight 
which will go to Europe. The 
broadcast for the United States 
will be heard tomorrow morning 
at 10 o’clock. Broadcaster is 
Clinton Twiss, who has been han¬ 
dling the microphone for the event 
since the NBC started the feature 
several years ago. 

* « « 

Inquiries are being received by 
the mission from all over the 
United States from interested per¬ 
sons wanting to know exactly 
when the swallows will depart. 
From 10 to 15 letters are being 
received daily, besides inquiries 
from visitors stopping at the mis¬ 
sion. 

• « • 

Francis J. Sheridan, secretary- 
manager of the mission, wants 
to make it plain about the phe¬ 
nomenon. He doesn’t want to 
bring anyone to the mission with 
false hopes of seeing a spectacu¬ 
lar mass departure. When leav¬ 
ing the mission for their south¬ 
ward flight, the swallows usual¬ 
ly slip out in small numbers 
throughout the - ight. 

« « « 

The swallows are seen every¬ 
where one day—the next day their 
nests are empty. Neverthless, 
many swallows can be observed 
“taking off” and there will be 
hundreds of visitors at the mis¬ 
sion today and tomorrow to watch 
the sight. 

* « • 

Arrival of the birds in the spring 
is usually the more spectacular. 
One of the best opportunities for 
witnessing the arrival of the 
swallows occurred in 1935, when 
they came at 3:15 p. m. It was 
a hazy day and evidently there 
was a storm at sea, for gulls and 
hawks were seen preceding the 

arrival of the swallows. A great 
flock of swallows arrived simul¬ 
taneously, almost shutting out a 
view of the sky. The birds cov¬ 
ered a vast area of the main pa¬ 
tio at the back of the mission 
(1 1-8 acre). After tarrying 

there for a minute or two, they 
flew to their little inverted mud 
nests under the eaves of the build¬ 
ings, chasing out the sparrows 

which had taken their homes dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

■ • * 

(Contrary to popular belief, 
says Sheridan, there is no pitched 
battle or warfare between the 
swifts and swallows, as the swifts 
do not invade the swallows’ nests, 
but make their homes in the 
cracks and crevices of the adobe 
and stone walls.) 

* « • 

More than interested spectator 
of the swallows’ performance to¬ 
morrow will be Ramon Yorba, who 
has lived and worked at the mis¬ 
sion for the past 70 years—ever 
since he was 10 years of age. He 
has been there for every departure 
and every arrival, and he swears 
the swallows come and leave al¬ 
ways on the same days. 

• « • 

Another aged San Juan Capis¬ 
trano resident, who for years has 
watched the swallows come and 
go, is Donna Magdalena. She is 
91 years old, but she is now con¬ 
fined to her home. 

• • • 

When the swallows come to the 
mission in the spring, they im¬ 
mediately begin repairing their old 
nests and building new ones. Mis¬ 
sion attendants provide mud from 
the old cemetery hill for this pur¬ 
pose. When young birds are 

hatched, the older birds after 

feeding and caring for them a 
short time, begin ^vlng them in¬ 
struction in flying. 

• • • 

’These flying lessions usually 
start from the walls of the old 
stone church. The birds almost 
invariably remain within the mis¬ 
sion groundr, as if they had been 
admonished by the parent swal¬ 
low to stay where they were wel¬ 
come. (It is thought that pos¬ 
sibly the street noises keep them 
ivlthin the bounds of thi mission 
luring the early period.) 

• • « 

Later, the birds go back into 
the canyons where feeding is good, 
remaining until within a few days’ 
time of departure. There Is usu¬ 
ally about a two-day period of 
“packing up,” attendants say, 
when the birds appear to be in 
x>nsiderable activity. 

• « « 

This North American type of 
swallow is called the bam swal¬ 
low. It is a small greyish bird 
with a long forked tail. It is 
among the most useful birds be¬ 
cause it feeds on insects, which it

SEAL BEACH. — First step in 
the carrying out of a $255,000 
municipal improvement program 
for this beach community was 
nearly ready to begin today, as 
the city council ordered $60,000 
worth of bonds issued to proiide 
funds for construction of the new 
I municipal pier. 

The bonds were voted in a bond 
election last April. The $60,000 
represents the city’s share in a 
$100,000 federal project. It is ex¬ 
pected that construction of the 
pier will begin shortly.

The municipal improvement pro¬ 
gram, which is one of the most 
extensive ever undertaken here, is 
reported to have stimulated a

What is the Foursquare gospel? 
Where did it originate, and what 
does it accomplish ? 

Well, in the following lines we 
will try to e:<plain what the Four¬ 
square is and what they believe 
and what they do in establishing 
churches for the betterment of hu¬ 
manity. 

First Aimee .Semple McPherson, 
founder and president of the Four¬ 
square Gospel, lived in Canada, and 
while living on the farm, attended 
a gos];)el meeting and received a 
real experience of conversion, 
which ch.anged her whole life. She 
began to preach in small towns, 
then began to travel extensively, 
preaching in tents and large taber¬ 
nacles. 

While searching in the Bible one 
day she found in the first chapter 
of Ezekiel, these words: 10th vs. 
“As for the likene.ss of their faces, 
they four had the face of a man, 
and the face of a lion, on the right 
side: and they four had the face of 
an ox on the left side; they four 
also had the face of an eagle." 

These were types of Christ por¬ 
traying the four phases of His life 
of ministry. The face of the man 
representing the Man Christ Jesus, 
who came to seek and to save that 
which was lost, the face of the ox, 
representing Christ as the burden 
bearer and the long.suffering Christ 
the Divine-Healer, the face of the 
lion, representing Christ as the 
mighty baptizer of the Holy Spirit, 
and the face of an eagle, represent¬ 
ing Christ as the Coming King. 

Mrs. McPherson searched fur¬ 
ther and found a number of chap¬ 
ters in the Bible where the word 
Foursquare was mentioned. In 
Exodus 27:1 is found the "Four¬ 
square Altar of Sacrifice.” Exodus 
30 2 "The Foursquare Altar of In- 
ecn.”^ or Worship.” Ezekiel 4S:2 
"Ye .shall offer the Holy oblation In 
Foursquare,” and In Revelation, 
the 21st chapter and 16th ver.se is 
found “And the city lieth Four¬ 
square.” From the.se Scriptures 
Aimec Semple McPherson formed 
her name for the Foursquare gos¬ 
pel. 

Foursquare bylaws were drawn 
up and Fonr.squarc churches were 
est.ablished in 375 cities and towns. 
125 mission stations were o{)ened 
np and missionaries and their fam¬ 
ilies were .sent to these different 
fields of service and were sup¬ 
ported from the home office, as 
missionary offerings were sent in 
to the home office from the branch 
churchc.s. A Bible college was also 
founded and between eight hundred 
and one thon.sand students attend 
yearly. 

The Foursquare churches al.so 
believe in water baptism and sa¬ 
cred communion the first Sunday 
of each month, and nearly every 
one of their churches have a com¬ 
missary, and when calls come In 
for the poor and needy the need 
for clothes and groceries is sup¬ 
plied them. The .Sunday .school, 
and young p)Coplc’s organization 
are of groat importance in the 
Foursquare gospel and great plans 
aiy always made to extend their 
work and help to make it grow. 
This scripture is kept before the 
peonle (Proverbs 22:6). “Train up 
a child in the way he should go; 
and when lie is old he will not de¬ 
part from it.” Choirs and orches¬ 
tras are much in vogue, plenty of 
miisie and lively singing and old 
fashioned preaching are much en¬ 
joyed by all who attend these 
chii relies. 

The Santa Ana church wa.s the 
very first church to have been es¬ 
tablished by Aimee Semple Mc- 
Phenson, and a group of students 
from her Bible school In the year 
of 1924, and .since that time the 
church has been remodeled and re¬ 
decorated and added to until it is 
considered one of the nicest Four¬ 
square churches in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. Rev. and Mrs. W. C. Par¬ 
ham were both converted while 
very young and have been in gospel

Not Ecclesiastical 
unity; no laws made by any church 
though signed by all its members, 
can unite soul.s. Unity of souls im¬ 
plies unity in the supreme affec¬ 
tion (the supreme aim) (the su¬ 
preme rule), "his psalm teaches 
concerning this unity of souls that; 
1st it is good “Behold how Good,” 
why is it good ? Because it har¬ 
monizes with man’s social consti¬ 


tution—it is what man’s social na¬ 
ture craves, for his greatest hun¬ 
ger is for the loving companion- 
-ship. He needs the ministry of 
friendship from the cradle to the 
grave. 2nd, because it harmonizes 
with the teachings of Christ. Christ 
preached unity. He prayed in his 
last prayer that they might all be 
one. The apostles exhorted, "be of 
one rriind, one towartl another.” 
3rd, it is delightful. “Behold how 
good and pleasant, unity is de- 
lightftil to witness, to "behold it 
in the family, the church, the na¬ 
tion. "Peace like morning dew di.s- 
tilla, and all the air is love.” Next, 
“it is like precious ointment upon 
the head.” This is reference to the 
holy oil of consecration. The whole 
person of Aaron was invested with 
this delicious aroma. And what a 
delicious fragrance there is in 
unity, to feel one with all, and all 
with one another, last but not 
lea.st, this unity is beneficient, it 
is peaceful, "as the dews of 
Heaven.” How silently falls the 
dew. How serenely moves the 
church of God where its members 
are inspired with love one for the 
other. No clash, no Jar, no grating 
of the wheels, and the groat church 
of God moves on gracefully and 
like a mighty army.

But be sure and come 
early and hear the band concert 
beginning at 7:00 o’clock in front 
of the hall. The Townsendites are 
very grateful to T. Dunstan Col¬ 
lins and the National Youth ad¬ 
ministration band for the fine con¬ 
certs which have been given oy 
them. Good music such as this 
band plays puts life and pep into 
the Townsendites. 

’These are days of great political 
activity. ’The fever of party loyalty 
still holds many voters in its 
power. Gradually but slowly the 
American people are awakening 
to the fact that principles are the 
more Important. Political parties 
have excuse for being only wnen 
they function in behalf of prin¬ 
ciples of government. They are 
the vehicles through which import¬ 
ant issues can be adequately dis¬ 
cussed. In a democracy .such as 
ours it is Important that no single 
political party become to powerful. 
A balance of power by political 
parties of similar strength or 
whose strength changes in favor 
of first one and the other, insures 
permanence to democratic citizen¬ 
ship privileges. 

At no time In the history of de¬ 
mocracies has there been greater 
danger threatening such forms of 
government than now. 'The United 
States of America faces that dan¬ 
ger along with the rest of such 
countries. The loss of democratic 
privileges would be greater for 
American citizens than would ac¬ 
company such loss in the other 
countries where such has been en¬ 
joyed. Reared In the cradle of 
liberty, Americans for a number 
of generations have not known 
the feel of the yoke of a dicta¬ 
torial tyranny. In the early his¬ 
tory of this country our fore¬ 
fathers threw off the harness of 
rulership that would not allow 
representation in government and 
laid the foundations for our pres¬ 
ent liberties. We as citizens have 
enjoyed these liberties at a cost 
which was paid for by the sacri¬ 
fices of those who have long slept 
on the battlefields where they died 
as martyrs to the cause of liberty. 

It Is our turn now to face the 
battle to preserve democracy and 
its liberties. We are doing it 
through our endeavors as Town¬ 
sendites to bring about a national 
recovery which when established 
will quiet the unrest among tne 
people. Our greatest enemy and 
the one most likely to bring loss 
of democratic privileges is lur 
own inadequate economic set-up. 
Unless we can learn to distribute 
wealth in harmony with our 
ability to produce it, the compet¬ 
itive system will be condemned 
and another form of government 
set up in its stead. ’That is the 
danger that now threatens. ’The 
foundations are laid for a possible 
facist regime and only an ade¬ 
quate economic reform will avert 
the threatened loss of American 
liberties. 

Summing the whole thing up 
there is no economic reform pro¬ 
gram being offered as will remedy 
the problems affecting us except 
the Townsend plan program. If 
the people can be educated as to 
its worth on a large scale quickly, 
they can then be induced to de¬ 
mand of (x>ngress legislation of 
Townsend plan character. That 
will save the day for America 
and make possible the continuance 
of its present social order modern¬ 
ized and streamlined for this rapid 
moving age. This should be done 
through the ballot box by choos¬ 
ing as our representatives men 
who feel and think as we do about 
the American order of society be¬ 
ing given a foundation on which 
to build for the future. It te- 
comes more and more evident with ‘ 


every passing day that America 
must accept and endorse the 
Townsend way of recovery or else 
give way to a social order of en¬ 
tirely different character than lur 
present one. Lets battle to pre¬ 
serve democracy by a proper -'.se 
of our liberties while there is ftlll 
time to do so.

Santa Ana High school’a var¬ 
sity football team was on Its last 
leg today In defense of the Citrus 
Belt league championship after an 
unsuccessful attempt to get Into 
the win column yesterday after¬ 
noon. What might have been a 
turning point for the Saints In 
defense of the crown, was com¬ 
pletely squashed by the Riverside 
High school Bears, as the latter 
scored a' 12-6 victory at River¬ 
side. 

While Santa Ana was wallow¬ 
ing in the cellar, Pomona forged 
ahead as likely contender for the 
title. Pomona shut out San Ber¬ 
nardino 26-0 in a conference tilt 
yesterday. Chaffey drew a leagpie 
bye. 

SAINTS SCORE FIRST 

Santa Ana scored first In the 
opening minutes of the second pe¬ 
riod. 

With about a minute left in the 
first quarter, Santa Ana took pos¬ 
session of the ball on its 34-yard 
line following a punt by Quarter¬ 
back Dean Wilson. Bobbie Mus- 
ick grabbed off two yards through 
center just as the gun sounded. 
When play was resumed, Musick 
gained two more yards to the 
Saints’ 38-yard line. 

Good blocking paved the way 
for a 62-yard touchdown run by 
Halfback Wayne Piper. From his 
own 38-yard stripe, Piper scooted 
wide around his own right end. 
The field was cleared of would- 
be tacklers by effecitve offensive 
blocking. Musick was stopped on 
the line of scrimmage in an effort 
to add the extra point. 

Sa ta Ana’s initial punch failed 
to reach large proportions, how¬ 
ever.

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All-Time Attendance Mark 
Looms for Pro Football; 
New Talent Luring Crowds 


CHICAGO. OP) — Professional 
football, smashing on toward an 
all-time attendance record for a 
second consecutive year, definite¬ 
ly has come of age. 

The National league, in Its 19th 
season, already is 20 per cent 
ahead of the record attendance 
figures which garnished the 1937 
campaign and President Joe F. 
Carr believes a 30 per cent gain 
would be registered by the sea¬ 
son’s end. 

At the close of last season’s 
play, there were some who felt 
that the league’s attendance mark 
may have been a ’’flash in the 
pan” performance of Sammy 
Baugh, Washington’s ace passer, 
undoubtedly boomed business at 
the gate, yet some observers in¬ 
clined toward the opinion that un¬ 
less he maintained his pace the 
crowds this season would be 
smaller. 

The reverse has been true, even 
though Baugh is down in sixth 
place among the play-for-pay 
aerialist stars this season. On a 
percentage basis, Baugh ranks be¬ 
hind Ed Danowski of New York, 
Jack Robbins and Dwight Sloan of 
Chicago’s Cardinals, Frank Fil- 
chock of Pittsburgh and Washing¬ 
ton and Bill Hartman, also of 
Washington. Yet each week the 


fans turned out in such numbers 
that 189,151 spectators have 
watched the last eight league con¬ 
tests. 

Three record crowds in eight 
days Indicate that the pro game, 
whose growth really started with 
Red Grange’s debut in 1925, has 
clinched a spot in sport’s big- 
time picture. On Oct. 9, approx¬ 
imately 23,000 fans watched the 
I Green Bay Packers play the De¬ 
troit Lions at Green Bay, Was.— 
a city of less than 40,000—and 
some 37,500 sat in on the New 
York-Washington battle. La.st 
Sunday 42,850 persons saw Wash¬ 
ington nose out the Lions in 
Briggs’ stadium, home of the De¬ 
troit Tigers. 

“Fans see one game and are 
sold on professional football,” said 
George Halas of the Chicago 
Bears, only owner in the league 
since its birth in 1920. ’’New 
.stars each season, plus continued 
brilliant jobs by old favorites, keep 
the old fans coming back and new 
ones taking an initial interest. 
Poor games are the exception and 
there certainly aren’t any push¬ 
overs in the circuit. At one time, 
the Bears were the only team to 
practice daily, but not any more. 
Nowadays, every team works hard 
in practice and plays harder to 
win.” 


ARIZONA NIPS 
LOYOLA GRID 
TEAM, 14-12 

LOS ANGELES. (A>) — Loyola 
University’s Lions, who thought 
they had their revenge on the 
University of Arizona Wildcats 
for last year’s grid thumping, 
were still looking for it today. 

The Lions, looking powerful and 
seemingly secure with a 12-7 lead 
at the end of the first half, wound 
up on the short end of a 14-12 
decision last night in Gilmore 
stadium in a contest which ended 
surprisingly—at least in this par¬ 
tisan section. 

The Wildcats, beaten three suc¬ 
cessive times, came here expected 
to be meat for the avenging Lions, 
who dropped a 13-6 decision a year 
ago. But Fullback Walt Nielsen, 
returning to the lineup from the 
injury list, packed too much power 
in the Arizona lineup. 

Nielsen ripped the Loyola line 
for consistently long gains, and 
twice near the goal line tossed 
touchdown passes —■ the first to 
Halfback Bronko Smilanich late 
in the first quarter, and the sec¬ 
ond sub Half Fariss Hardin near 
the end of the third stanza.

World Hero—or Traitor? 

Neville Chcimfcerlain, world hero or England’s Bene¬ 
dict Arnold? 

Since the hectic days that led up to the recent Munich 
agreement on Czechoslovakia, the aug^ist prime minister 
of Britain has been the storm center in a controversy of 
acclaim and criticism that has spread around the world. 

Leftists contend Chamberlain, by knuckling down to 
Hitler and permitting him to seize Sudetenland, has not 
only strengthened the hands of the dictators of Europe 
but has paved the way for them to take what they want 
of Europe, p.jrhaps even without war. In addition, they 
point out, the prime minister has undermined the domi¬ 
nation of England over the British empire. The British 
colonial possessions have been held in line, they point out, 
only through belief by the colonies that England’s might 
was invincible. The submission of Chamberlain to Hitler’s 
demands, they say, evidenced England’s weakness and will 
lead to dissatisfaction and trouble among the British col¬ 
onies. 

On the other hand, we were intrigued with the argu¬ 
ments of an editorial writer for the New York News. 
Said he: 

“T^arious British liber.'sls are enraged because, as some¬ 
one put it, ‘peace has broken out in Europe,’ A statement 
protesting Chamberlain’s ‘surrender’ to Hitler has been 
issued by many elderly British liberals who wouldn’t have 
to fight in this second world war. The denunciation is not 
being echoed by the masses in the various countries Cham¬ 
berlain reprieved from war. These masses who would have 
to do the f’ghting, are cheering C.baraberlain from the toe 
of Italy to the tip of Scotland. 

“We think most of the liberals now yapping at Cham¬ 
berlain are sore mainly on Russia’s account. Hitler has 
said frankly he wants a piece of Riissia—the best piece— 
and the Mjnicb. conference unquestionably put him closer 
to the time when ho can make a grab for it. 

“Our feeling is that if Hitler attacks Russia, the Rus¬ 
sians should be able to defend themselves. Russia has 
170,000,000 neople and huge natural resources, as against 
Hitler’s 79,000,000 people and scant resources. If Russia 
can’t take care of itself, there must be something wrong 
with its vaunted system. 

“It is no funeral of ours, or of Great Britain’s. Why 
an Englishman should want to sacrifice one British soldier 
for Russia, it is hard for us to see. Still less easily can 
we see why any American should want to deposit the bones 
of one American soldier in foreign soil, for Russia. 

“The only reason we can make out for a lot of British 
and American willingness to risk a second world war is 
that some folks are loyal to Russia first and to their own 
countries next, if at all.’’ 

Republics are ungrateful. Some members of 
Paris’ council want to name an avenue after Cham¬ 
berlain, and some to name an alley.

NEW YORK.—It ouce was a 
fundamental right of the American 
husband in most states to beat his 
I wife with t rod no thicker than 
his thumb. Fortunately, if you 
insist, that right has been griev¬ 
ously impaired by Indirect cur¬ 
tailment. He must not inflict 
bodily harm, nor has he a right 
to disturb the neighbors with her 
screams. 

Moreover, courts, grand juries 
and juries have leaned sharply 
to the belief that the wife in such 
cases may defend herself by small 
arms or with the bread knife, and 
this has surrounded an old privil¬ 
ege with such risks as to prevent 
the free exercise of the same. Thus, 
as Mr. Herbert Hoover and others 
have observed with alarm, the 
price of our liberties is constant 
vigilance lest they be destroyed 
by stealth. 

I would not campaign for re¬ 
stitution of this particular right 
in Its original beauty, but do ven¬ 
ture to suggest that the United 
States always has been too ready 
to dash into the home of a neigh¬ 
bor crying “unhand that woman” 
and that the domestic fights of 
the neighbors command our at¬ 
tention to the neglect of troubles 
of our own. Americans, in a mood 
of pure chivalry and pity, drove 
the Spaniards out of this liemis- 
phere and put an end to their atro¬ 
cities in Cuba only to see a day 
when the Cubans, celebrating their 
liberation from the rule of one of 
their own patriot heroes, Gerardo 
Machado, seized prize cattle on 
his farm and tore poor, unoffend¬ 
ing beasts limb from living limb 
in various revenge on the fugi¬ 
tive dictator. 

WE’RE BUSYBODIES 

Americans have meddled in 
Britain’s Irish problem, in the 
internal affairs of Russia of the 
czar and in racial and religious 
feuds in the near east. This coun¬ 
try’s people attempted to impose 
democracy on Europeans who 
have neither the wish nor the 
knack for democratic government 
and found it as awkward as Hit¬ 
lerism would be to us. After all 
that—after a crusade in the heat 
of which Americans never paused 
to doubt that democracy was what 
those people wanted—there came 
a day when solemn little Italian 
boys, marching In fascist forma¬ 
tions, cried with great spirit, “We 
spit on democracy!” 

Never in the memory of any 
man now living has the air been 
filled with cries more piteous from 
the homes of the neighbors than 
those which now rise from the 
strange countries of Europe. We 
may believe the heads of these 
households to be insane, and the 
horror of the persecution in Hit¬ 
ler’s Germany is such that the ef¬ 
fects are felt outside. In beating 
his wife with a rod which seems 
much bigger than his thumb he is 
disturbing the peace of the whole 
world, but, dreadful as his con¬ 
duct is, the job of volunteer police¬ 
men to put an end to it is more 
than the United States can handle. 
It is more important—and a prior 
duty of the Americans—to abolish 
racial oppression at home. 
POLITICAL PRESSURE 

There is too little appreciation 
by foreign groups with foreign ties 
of the liberties and opportunities 
which they enjoy themselves in 
this country. Little and big clots 
of citizens who came from other 
countries or were born of refugee 
parents busy themselves trying to 
make sentiment on behalf of their 
suffering kin. 

By preserving their foreignness 
Americans of Italian and German 
blood expose themselves to intim¬ 
idation by outwardly Americaniz¬ 
ed editors and other agents of the 
dictators who constantly threaten 
woe to their relatives in the old 
countries. Even Poles, who yearn¬ 
ed for Polish liberation but would 
not think of returning to Poland, 
still consider themselves to be 
somehow, in some indefinite way, 
Polish long after Poland went 
free, her ancient wrongs redresed 
to the limit of possibility. Jews, 
enjoying liberties here the equal 
of which they would discover in 
few other lands on earth, strive 
to involve the country in some 
rescue of Jews abroad, knowing 
that in a showdown on such a 
proposal American public senti¬ 
ment would react on themselves 
and fail of their purpose. 

The United States can’t rescue 
the Jews or the Armenians in their 
never-ending woes or restore 
Czechoslovakia or free Abyssinia 
or China, for the wife-beaters of 
the world are too many, too far 
away, too big, and, anyway, in 
private truth, we sometimes fetch 
the old lady the back of our hand 
ourselves.

THAT PLAN AGAir' 

One of the chief evils of the 
proposed California “$30 a week 
for life” pension plan, the product 
of glib Hollywood promoters, is its 
political dynamite. As pointed 
out by “The Crusader,” “it bra¬ 
zenly creates a political dictator¬ 
ship, placing in the hands of one 
man powers, privileges and au¬ 
thority undreamed of in America. 
It provides him with the mate¬ 
rials with which to build a polit¬ 
ical machine that at his direction 
can be moved to dominate and 
control the state.” 

The amendment provides that 
within five days after its adoption 
the governor shall appoint as ad¬ 
ministrator one of the three gen¬ 
tlemen sponsoring this proposal. 
These three have made certain 
that the governor shall make no 
mistake about this and so have 
had their names written into the 
amendment itself. They are a 
Mr. Owens, a Mr. Kindig, and a 
Mr. EIHott. If for any reason, 
however, the governor should not 
get around to making this ap¬ 
pointment within the five days 
allotted, the amendment provides 
that the first of these gentlemen 
shall automatically become the 
administrator. 

One of his early jobs is to cre¬ 
ate the machinery for the distribu¬ 
tion of the warrants and retire¬ 
ment stamps. The amendment 
says he shall appoint banks and 
their branches for this work. The 
banks, however, have announced 
that they will have nothing to do 
with the oparation of such a 
scheme. This means that the ad¬ 
ministrator will enjoy the oppor¬ 
tunity of establishing 1,097 agen¬ 
cies throughout the state, filling 
them with any number of man¬ 
agers, clerks, assistants, tellers, 
stenographers, that he may con¬ 
sider necessary. And so consci¬ 
ously or otherwise, he begins the 
building of a political machine 
that reaches into every commun¬ 
ity of the state.—Salinas Morn¬ 
ing Post.

WASHINGTON.—There is a sig¬ 
nificant document in the archives 
of the state department which 
v/ould cast light on the Czech cri¬ 
sis. State department officials 
would like to make it public, but 
the French government has given 
an emphatic "no.” 

The document shows how the en¬ 
tire Sudeten crisis might have been 
avoided. It gives the report of Rob¬ 
ert Lansing, secretary of state in 
1919, opposing the award of the 
Sudeten area to the newly created 
Czechoslovakia at that time. 

Lansing reported to the famous 
council of four in Paris, which was 
delimiting the boundaries of the 
new republic, that the inclusion of 
“the German populations” was 
contrary to the Wilson policy of 
self determination of peoples. He 
called it an “ethnological incon¬ 
sistency.” 

The secret report shows that 
Lansing was overruled by Jules 
Gambon, French member of the 
commission, who declared that 
Czechoslovakia was a weak state 
because of its elongated shape and 
might be cut In two by Invasion if 
not provided with the defense of 
the Sudeten mountains. 

The state department sought per¬ 
mission to publish this document, 
together with other peace confer¬ 
ence data, in conformity with its 
policy of publishing all diplomatic 
correspondence after a lapse of 15 
years. 

When it asked permission of the 
various countries concerned, how¬ 
ever, France talked. Ambassador 
Bullitt, now on vacation here, has 
gone back to the French foreign 
office several times, but they have 
stood pat. 

TRAGIC PROXIMITY 

Like a companion in dejection, 
the Czechoslovak legation stands 
next door to the vacant building 
once occupied by Austrian Minis¬ 
ter Edgar L. G. Prochnik on fash¬ 
ionable Massachusetts avenue—a 
sort of prophetic “you may be 
next” which is probably being 
muttered by more than one small 
central European nation. 

Note—The Rumanian legation is 
just a stone’s throw down the ave¬ 
nue. 

GROUP HEALTH 

While the battle between “group 
health” and the. American Medical 
association flares in District of Co¬ 
lumbia courts, it is not generally 
realized that the New Deal has es¬ 
tablished, and in most cases sub¬ 
sidizes, group health units in 25 
states. 

Farm security administration— 
heir to Tugwell’s resettlement—is 
the parent of these units, with the 
purpose of keeping farmers in 
health so they can work out of the 
debts they owe FSA. 

Government group health also 
had to fight the American Medical 
association, and thrived on the op¬ 
position. The idea is spreading so 
widely that it amounts to a lot 
more than an expedient for FSA to 
get its money back. It is fast be¬ 
coming a nationwide practice. 

In South Dakota, for example, 
one half of all the farm families of 
the state are eligible for group 
health treatment. Member families 
pay a regular fee—sick or well— 
of $2 a month, and the doctor takes 
care of them for anything from a 
toothache to child bearing. 

Doctors have to forego fancy 
fees, but they are glad to have the 
business. Here are some sample 
fees paid by group health units: 

For extracting a tooth, $1.50; for 
a doctor’s house call within town 
limits, $2; for an office call, $1.40; 
for hospital ward service, $2.50 
per day; for complete obstetrical 
examination before childbirth, 
$3.40; for childbirth, $20. The 


I maximum charge for a major op¬ 
eration is $50, the minimum $15. 

Where members of a group 
health unit cannot pay their $2 
monthly fee, the government lends 
them the money. On these loans, 
made in the past, about 80 per¬ 
cent is paid back. The balance 
I represents a direct federal sub- 
i sidy. 

Though the American Medical 
’ association has fought the group 
health plan, state medical asso¬ 
ciations affiliated with AMA are 
j working with farm security in ev- 
! ery state where the unit* have 
! been established. 

ROOSEVELT POSES 

Not only did the president go 
i on the air to urge all persons to 
aid the 1938 Community Chest 
campaign, but he also solicited and 
obtained the first actual contribu- 
j tion of the aeason from John 
; Thompson, cameraman for Acme 
Newspictures. 

Thompson arrived late after the 
other photographers had finished 
their pictures. He pleaded fervent¬ 
ly with Roosevelt for “just one 
shot.”

NO. 9, VETERANS TAX 

EXESIPTION I 

’This measure is a constitutional 
amendment proposed by the state 
senate, would extend the $1000 tax j 
exemption of veterans so that It i 
might be applied to their automo¬ 
biles, instead of only to their 
homes as the law stands at pres¬ 
ent. Veterans were allowed this 
privilege up to 1935, when the In 
lieu tax was passed and inter¬ 
preted as prohibiting application 
of the exemption to autos. 

Proponents of the measure 
claim the amendment simply al¬ 
lows the veteran the exemption 
I he was Intended to have by the 
constitution, and which he had up 
to 1935. 

Opponents claim the $1000 vet¬ 
erans’ exemption was approved to j 
encourage veterans to own their 
own homes. Application to other 
property, they say, would defeat 
that purpose. They also say that 
veterans who are buying homes 
under state oans already have ex- I 
emptions on the homes because 
the state holds title until the 
houses are paid for. Thus, they 
contend, the veterans would get 
double tax exemption, once on his 
home and once on his auto.

To the Editor: The following 
communication addressed to and 
delivered in person to the City 
Trustees is largely self-explana¬ 
tory, but in order to clear up cer¬ 
tain unjust criticisms by R. N.

In an issue of a local paper 
dated October 1, 1938, it is point¬ 
ed out that "Santa Ana postal re¬ 
ceipts for the first nine month.s of 
1938 registered a gain of $17,- 
832.46 over the corresponding 
period last year.” "Postmaster 
Frank Harwood said it was the 
greatest gain for the first nine 
months ever recorded at the local 
postoffice. He said the increa.se 
was even greater than any 12- 
montii period.” 

I submit that this gain was 
' largely made at the expense of 
jobs for local people for the reason 
that postage paid for mailing cir¬ 
culars allegedly totals approxi¬ 
mately $1000.00 per month. This 
po.stage money diverted to dis¬ 
tributors’ employees makes a very 
sizable payroll for people who 
actually need the money to keep 
them off relief, in many oases. 

, Some of those who uphold the 
present Ordinance will doubt.ess 
claim that the circulars litter up 
the places where they are left, 
but I .submit that the circulars are 
now left by letter-carriers with 
exactly the same results, with the 
exception that considerable iimney 
now goes into the coffers of the 
local postoffice when it would 
serve local interesU better if put 
out as payroll to be spent among 
Santa Ana businessmen and mure 
important, help many people with 
food and clothing In these depres¬ 
sion times. 

It was conceded that the main 
I purpose of the ordinance i ow in 
effect was to prohibit the distri¬ 
bution of newspapers published 
outside of Santa Ana whose ad¬ 
vertisements competed v/ith local 
merchants. That was so stated 
at a council meeting by one of our 
j most prominent merchants who 
recorded himself verbably by ray¬ 
ing “That was his only interest in 
the matter.” 

I favored and worked for the 
Ordinance as it now stands but 
now believe It did not accomplish 
its purpose and should be abol¬ 
ished for one that will keep some 
$1000.00 per month circulating at 
home in place of sending It back 
to Wa.shington for more stamps, 
just to increase our postal re¬ 
ceipts. 

j Even if we did have to pick up a 
few circulars occasionally, speak- 
I ing personally,, I would not be a 
party to an act taking the earn¬ 
ings that buy food and neces.sities 
from one single person in these 
times of stress. If I had to pick up 
circulars the rest of my life. I 
stand for Santa Ana and Santa 
Ana people’s needs first.
